That is a serious 
statement to make, but it appears to 
be true, The various restrictions plac.

THE CHOICE OF 
HOOVER FOR PRESIDENT 
—_—o-— 

The Winnipeg Free Press says the 
gelection of Herbert Clark Hoover as 
the Republican party’s presidential 
candidate carries with it the strong 
probability of his election as presi 
dent of the United States next Nov- 
ember. The Democrat party does not 
appear to be equipped with the per- 
sonnel, the organization, or the given 
circumstances to win the coming fight, 
and, unless a heavy financial slump 
should hit the United States im the 
intervening months, it looks like a 
fairly easy victory for the Republicans.

PLYMOUTH CAR WILL BE 
CANADIAN MANUFACTURED

DETROIT—The trend toward nam- 
ing new cars after well known figures 
and occurrences in history was accen- 


|tuated by announcement here yester- 
|day that a brand new car, soon to 


tnake its bow to the public, is to be 
called the Plymouth and will be manu. 
factured in Canada. 

According to the announcement the 
car has been under construction for 
fome time, but formal decision as to 
its name was not determined until a 
few days ago. 

The name Plymouth was chosen be- 
cause the car “so accurately typifies 
the endurance and strength, the rug- 
ged honesty, enterprise, the determin- 
ation of achievement and the freedom 
from all limitations of the Pilgrim 
band who were the first American 
colonists.” 

The Plymouth takes its name from 
the best known settlement in the 
colonization of North America, The 
Pilgrims who came over on the May- 
flower had, because of their religious 
beliefs) been harried and persecuted 
both by Queen Elizabeth and her sue- 
cessor, King James I. Fleeing to 
Holland they failed to find satisfae- 
tory living conditions in that country. 
Their children were rapidly absorbing 
the language and habits of the Dutch, 


}and many of the young men had ab- 
, andoned the colony and gone to sea 


in the Dutch merchant marine 
In the face of these difficulties they 
determined to seek new homes in 
‘ rth in 1620 in the 
Speedwell from Deiithaven, Holland.

The voyage was ful! of hardships 
In mid-ocean the Mayflower broke a 
mainbeam For a time it seemed that 
the Pilgrims would be forced to return 
io England, This misfortune was rem. 
edied by an ingenious earpenter and 
the voyage continued, In November 
land was sighted, which subsequently 
proved to be Cape Cod. The Pilgrims 
had no right to settle there as their 
land gramt did not hold good in that 
territory, Turning southward, they 
met dangerous shoals. They finally 
decided to settle near Cape Cod and 
take up the question of a charter with 
the Plymouth Company at a later date. 

Five weeks the Mayflower stood at 
anchor while small landing parties 
under William Brewster, William 
Bradford and Miles Standish attempted: 
to find a suitable spot for the settle 
ment, This was accomplished at last 
and rude dwellings erected. The col 
onists and their belongings were 
brought ashore and landed, according 
to history, on the same Plymouth Rock 
which today is known wherever his 
tory is taught. 

Winter was already under way and 
the sufferings of the Pilgrims were 
incense, There was a scarcity of pro 


| visions and « lack of other facilities
